The community must have grown during the 
Civil War period, and they must have been well 
established because the structure which they 
erected cost the large sum of $45,000. Writing 
twenty-five years later a historian of Vander- 
burgh county said, “The style of architecture is 
Moorish Saracenic and the building is very hand- 
some. The main auditorium is 45x70 and seats 
600,” a larger seating capacity than our present 
temple. The first marriage in this old temple 
structure was that of Harry Joseph to Mary 
Gumberts—October 18, 1866. 

Before leaving the Civil War period, it is wor- 
thy of note that several members of the commu- 
nity served in the Union army. Corporal Herman 
Salm served through the entire period from 
August 19, 1861, to July 17, 1865, with an Evans- 
ville unit, Company B of the 25th regiment, and 
was wounded in action. 

Henry Gumberts was one of the “Hundred 
Days Volunteers” in 1864, serving with Company 
‘A of the 136th regiment. 

Moses C. Kohn is listed in Company C of this 
same regiment but the writer cannot identify him 
as a Jew. The same is true of Aaron C. Joseph, 
second lieutenant of the 24th regiment. 

From the first, this Jewish community evi- 
denced its interest in the larger affairs of Jewish 
life, Thisbe Lodge, I. O. B. B., being organized 
in 1860, the first lodge in Indiana, the fourth west 
of the Alleghenies. 

The activity and prestige of the local lodge 
was demonstrated by the fact that one of its 
members, August Brentano, was president of the 
district grand lodge in 1887-1888, and another, 
Philip W. Frey, was similarly honored in 1893-94. 

In 1874 a lodge of another Jewish fraternal 
order, Kesher Shel Barzel, was organized here, 


and in 1876 a second local lodge was formed. In 
this organization also our members were active, 
two of them being honored with national offices. 


+ lnatetateg Isaac Meyer Wise could write in 1855 

that there was not a Jewish congregation be- 
tween Chicago, St. Louis, Louisville and Cincin- 
nati, ten years later he was to dedicate a magnifi- 
cent temple in Evansville, and eight years after 
that Evansville was one of the twenty-nine com- 
munities that responded to his call to meet for 
the purpose of founding a Union of Congrega- 
tions. The U. A. H. C., which now numbers 300 
congregations, was organized in 1873, with Con- 
gregation B’nai Israel as one of its charter mem- 
bers, and actually the first to pay its dues! 


What did these early settlers do? Most of them 
were merchants, though several tried farming. 
They sold clothing, shoes, cloth, china and glass- 
ware. They dealt in hides, furs, wool, tobacco 
and other commodities. Some engaged in whole- 
sale trade in liquor and groceries and one was a 
real estate auctioneer, one a tailor. It is interest- 
ing to note that as early as 1869 a certain Moses 
Weil was admitted to the bar, and Simon Gum- 
berts was licensed to practice medicine under the 
act of 1885. 

The members of this congregation have a rec- 
ord of civic service of which they may be justly 
proud. 

As early as 1867-68, I. Esslinger was a school 
trustee, a position corresponding to membership 
in our present board of education. Among others 
who have served in similar capacity since then 
are S. I. Loewenstein, 1875; August Brentano, 
1889, 1890, 1891, and, more recently, Abraham 
Strouse, Isidore Kahn and William Schear.

EAR MR. SEGAL: “In view of 

everything, what are we to say 
of God? In accordance with a 
long-time custom, I go to our syna- 
gogue every Saturday. On these 
last few Sabbaths I found myself 
questioning God even as I read 
from my prayer book the praises 
to His name. 


“I find myself so presumptuous 
as to say ‘if I were God.’ If I 
were God I would not let these 
things go on. I would not let mec- 
hanized might overcome the moral 
law which I have set for men.

New York Methodists 
Flay Coughlin, Call 
“Front” Catholic Klan 


Special 

NEW YORK—The New York 
East Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Church last week re- 
buked the Rev. Charles E. Cough- 
lin, radio priest, charging him 
with responsibility for “the alarm- 
ing growth of a new vicious, anti- 
Semitic, anti-democratic movement 
in the United States” through “his 
storm troop organization, the so- 
called Christian Front.” 

The condemnation was contained 
in a report by the social service 
committee at the annual session of 
delegates from Long Island, West- 
chester County and western Con- 
necticut at St. John’s Methodist 
Church, Bedford avenue and Wil- 
son street, Brooklyn N. Y. 

“During the past two years we 
have witnessed the alarming growth 
of a new vicious, anti-Semitic, anti- 
democratic movement in the United 
States,” the report declared. “The 
mentor and inspiration of this new 
| drive is the Rev. Charles E. Cough- 
/lin and his storm troop organiza- 
tion, the so-called Christian Front. 

“This is not the usual ‘polite anti- 
Semitism’ to which we have be- 
eome accustomed in the United 
States; it is a militant, hate-breed- 





Jews, but against the labor move- 
ment and our democratic form of 
government. 

“Following Christian Front meet- 
ings in New York City, Jews have 
been insulted, assaulted and even 
stabbed. Jewish neighborhoods 
have been terrorized by Coughlin- 
ite hoodlums. Jewish girls, walk- 
ing along the streets, have been 


spat upon.” 
The report commended “our 
Roman Catholic brethren, both 


clergy and laity, who have repudi- 
ated Father Coughlin’s Fascistic, 
anti-Semitic activities.” The Voice, 
published by a group of Catholics 
at Fordham University, and Com- 
monweal were called a notable illus- 
trations of Roman Catholic oppo- 
sition to Coughlinism.” 

The report added that “no word 
of rebuke or disavowal has come 
from the office of the Catholic 
hierarchy for those who have blas- 
phemed the name of Christ by 
making it synonymous with hatred 
for the Jew.” 

“Because of this,” the report 
said, “and because its membership 
is 90 per cent Catholic, the Chris- 
tian Front well merits the title of 
Catholic Klan.”

The Editor’s Chair, 

It’s no secret that The Post has 
carried on a vigorous to some, 
puerile to others, fight for a demo- 
cratically elected Federation. From 
time to time in our “Current Com- 
ment” section, and in other parts 
of the paper we print interesting 
items in connection with the forty- 
odd community councils through- 
out the United States, and the 
campaign in still other communi- 
ties to establish just such a council 
against the entrenched groups who 
believe that Jewish affairs can best 
be handled by a self-picked, self- 
perpetuating group.

New Palestine Editors Betray Organization 


| sereqrewert the lowest and meanest chapter in 

the history of Anglo-Jewish journalism is be- 
ing written by The New Palestine, alleged organ 
of the Zionist Organization of America. 


For while the Zionists of the nation are in fer- 
ment, while a re-organization plan is occupying 
the fullest attention of United States Zionists, 
that publication, not only has not mentioned one 
word of the unrest, but at the same time has 
colored other news in a manner betraying all 
ethics of journalism. 


When the Ohio Valley Zionist Region meeting 
here passed a resolution backing the Goldman 
plan, and appointed a committee of three to meet 
with other districts for the specific purpose of 
agreeing on a possible successor to Rabbi Solomon 
Goldman, if not Rabbi Goldman, himself, The New 
Palestine reported only that the group had urged 
a'l Zionists to submerge their differences in view 
of the present crisis, and ignored the other two 
more important resolutions. The New York forces, 
the present men in office, are indicting themselves 
when they attempt to use the present crisis as a 


“red herring” to forestall the long-needed house. 
cleaning. If anything, the crisis, the fact that 
American Zionists must shoulder an added bur- 
den, indicates that the re-organization should be 
effected a soon as possible to place the Z. O. A. 
in a position to assume in a capable manner these 
new burdens. France and England have not hesi- 
tated to make changes, even in moments of the 
direst emergency. 


But the tactics of The New Palestine are un- 
forgiveable. Even in a fight there are rules. 


American Zionists want and will have the re- 
organization, despite the despicable tactics of cer- 
tain factions. The Anglo-Jewish press, which 
mirrors throughout the nation the movements 
within local Zionist groups, should reflect in its 
editorial columns the true situation so that the 
trickery of some will be forestalled and Ameri- 
can Zionism will have ample opportunity to judge 
for itself and guide its own destinies. Especially 
is this true in face of the failure of The New 
Palestine to print the news of all groups in fair- 
ness and decency.

How Democracy Carried Out In Detroit Com- 
munity Council Told By James I. Ellman, Vice- 
President, in The Jewish Transcript, of Seattle — 
Another definite improvement attributable to the 
existence of the Council is the democratic disci- 
pline now existing in the community. Of course, 
in Detroit, as in every other community, there 
are those who abhor the very thought of fair rep- 
resentation in community, thinking and planning. 
Some few individuals think that they have a God- 
given right to lead solely by reason of repeated 
and effective oratory; others insist that large fi- 
nancial capacity and contribution gives them the 
right to determine what shall be the community’s 
policy. The Community Council has recognized 
that neither extreme can be justified in a commu- 
nity fully aware of itself and its problems. To- 
day, conferees, whatever the specific issue, have 
made the sudden discovery that no individual or 
group has the right to expect every solution to 
be along his or its particular line. They have 
come to realize that there is more than one road 
to heaven. Through the structure of the Council, 
therefore, all elements of the community have 
been able to confer together on the appropriate 
course of action in any given situation.
